Saison, Juno 14, 

Bao Dal. -‘ex-Emperor of An- 
nam. was officially invested 
teday as head of the state of 
Vietnam, comprising Tong- 
king, Aninam and Cochinchina. 
His assumption of office took 
place when the French High 
Commissioner to Indochina. 
honded him ao copy of the 
Franco-Vietnam agreement of 
‘March 8, 1949, in a ceremony 
at Snigon. 

‘Addressing about 
from the window of 
Hall, Bao Dat declared: 
‘a legal international = pas 
must temporarily kecp my title 
(of Emperor): - But I solannty 
proclaim that the constitution of 
the future Vietnam will be de- 
cided by the people who fought 
herolenlly for the Independence of 
their country. : 

“It js because the international 
situation and politleal circumst- 
ances-are unfavourable to the im- 
mediate holding of generul elo-' 
tions that I have agreed tu take 
over today the ininagement of the 
affair; of Vietnam.” Bav Dal 
added.

The arrival here yesterday
